1 . Claims 1 -5, 7-1 2, 1 4-1 9, 21 , 22, 24-29, 31 , 32, 34-38 are pending. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

1 0. Further, the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest all limitations of the 
claimed invention, a system for requesting a resource over a network, 
comprising: 

a terminal proxy configured to communicate with a client application 
independent of the first network, wherein the terminal proxy is configured to 
receive the first response and the second response from the network proxy, 
wherein the terminal proxy is configured to send the first response to the client 
application such that, in response to the first response, the client application 
reformulates the first request into a third request that identifies the resource at a 
second location, and wherein the client application is configured to send the third 
request to the terminal proxy such that the terminal proxy sends the second 
response to the client application.
